There will be no more plumbing 


work done in the city until a com- 
petent plumbing inspector has been 
secured and is ready to look after 
all work done in New Smyrna, to see 
that it complies with ordinances, ac- 
cording tot a decision reached by the 
-vlty council at the meeting held this 
-week. 


Since H. U. Bonnet was relieved 


Mom duty as city engineer and plumb- 
ing inspector the city has had no 
qualified man to see that plumbing 
operations have been carried on ac- 
cording to the provisions of the city 
ordinances. 
As a result complaints 


have been made that work ib not be- 
ing done as it should be done and at 
least one completed job is being held 
awaiting a final test and inspection 
before the water can be turned on. 


Realizing that the situation requir- 


ed the services of some man to pass 
on plumbing work done in the city, 
the council, several weeks ago, ap- 
pointed M. B. Fiveash to serve in 
that capacity and Mr. Fiveash has 
Tieen taking care of the work since. 
At the council meeting this week L. 
S. Crisp appeared with charges that 
Mr. Fiveash is incompetent to serve 
.as plumbing inspector and that dis- 
crimination has been shown against 
.him in favor of other plumbers In the 
•city. Mr. Fiveash was present at the 
meeting and declared he would re- 
fuse to serve in that capacity longer, 
as he merely took the place as an ac- 
commodation and at the request of 
the council because there was nobody 
else to look after the work. The dis- 
cussion of the situation occupied a 
couple of hours' time, at the end ot 
which the council instructed Chair- 
man, Yurbrough of the lire and water 
committee to hire a 
plumbing in- 


spector and ordered that all plumbing 
operations 'in the city be discontinued 
until the inspector is on the job. 


Lights not Discontinued 


Recently the city council ordered 


the New Smyrna Public Service com 
pany to discontinue six street lights 
now in use south of the spur railroad 
track on Clinch street, and at the 
council meeting this week Business 
Manager Lyle was present to explain 
why these lights can not be discon 
tlnued according to the terms of the 
contract between the city and the 
lighting company. Mr Lyle declared 
that the fact that the commercial ser- 
vice in the Rio Vista Park section 
would be in use but a few months in 
the year and that then1 would be sev 
eral months during the year when 
hut few people 
would get benefit 


from1 the street lights, was thoroughly 
discussed and understood by the city 
council when these lights were order 
ed installed a year ago. The building 
of this line was a considerable ex 
penso to the lighting company and 
this expense would not have been in 
curred without the contract calling 
for the street lights. 
Mr. Lyle said 


that 'fWAe company should be com 
pellw" to discontinue 
these street 


lights this line would be taken down 
and the 
material 
used 
elsewhere 


which would deprive the Rio Vista 
hotel and all residents of that section 
of electric current. 


Further action on the matter was 


laid over by the council.

Tuesday night, and everything will be 
connected up and ready for the test 
by the first of next week 


The well has been put in condition 


and the engine and pump are set and 
ready for work. 
If the test shows 


the pipe line has been well laid and 
connected the engine and pump will 
lie started to working and patrons of 
the 
municipal 
waterworks system 


mil be supplied with pure, soft wa- 
tor in place of the unusable water 


hich lias been distributed through 
le mains since the system was com- 
letecl more than a year ago. 
When the decision to sink a new 
•eil at the site selected west of the 
ity was reachd by the council many 
lonths ago, the plans for bringing 
he water into the city called for the 
ipe line to be laid to the elevated 
ank and have the water pumped dl- 
ectly into the tank for distribution 
hrough the mains.

ron pipe was purchased, however, a 
hange was made in the plans and 
le pipe line has been laid to con- 
ect directly with the end of the 


main on Canal street at Myrtle ave

The building 
of tills line was a considerable ex- 
pense to the lighting company and 
this expense would not have been in- 
curred without the contract calling 
for the street lights. Mr. Lyle said 
that'fWAe company should be com-

to discontinue these street 


lights this line would be taken down 
and the material 
used elsewhere, 


which would deprive the Rio Vista 
hotel and all residents of that section 
of electric current. 


Further action on the matter was 


laid over by the council.

pleted more than a year ago. 


When the decision to sink a new 


well at the site selected west of the 
city was reachd by the council many 
months ago, the plans for bringing 
the water into the city called for the 
pipe line to be laid to the elevated 
tank and have the water pumped di- 
rectly into the tank for distribution 
through the mains. 
After the cast 


iron pipe was purchased, however, a 
change was made in the plans and 
the pipe line has been laid to con- 
nect directly with the end of the 
main on Canal street at Myrtle ave- 
nue.

The waste of surplus fruits and veg-

The time of processing is count- 
ed from tho moment when tho water 
begins to boil again, and it must be 
kept boiling constantly throughout the 
entire hour. In the case of very young 
string beans and some oilier easily 
sterilized vcgel.ihleH, the processing is 
reduced to one hour for two successive 
days. 


As soon as tho processing Is over, 


the cans should be cooled as rapidly 
a«) pos*slhle in order to stop cooking, 
which breaks do\\n the fruit nnd In- 
jures the flavor and color.

The waste of surplus fruits and veg- 


etables in tills country each year is 
large. It would be deplorable if this 
normal waste were allowed to go on 
this year when every ounce of food 
that can be produced is needed. Tho 
wjiste can be avoided in large part if 
housewives will can us large a part 
of the surplus perishables as possible. 
The first step Is to see that all the 
necessary preparations are made be- 
fore the vegetables or fruit are picked. 
"One hour ft oin the Held to the can" is 
a motto that every canner should hav e 
In mind. This is impossible if one hus 


sel. This is sometimes culled a pro- 
cessor. Cooking the food in the jal 
to sterilize it is known as processing 
This cooker must be large enough to 
hold a convenient number of packed 
jars and must be fitted with a false 
bottom and a tight cover. A wiutll 
boiler, bucket, or galvanized tnli (££ 
be used for a processor. It may be 
used on the kitchen stove or placed 
on a furnace built out of doors. One 
important factor Is to be able to bring 
the water in this cooker quickly to the 
boiling point and maintain this temper- 
ature steadily. The false bottom is a

If consider- 
able canning is done, such outfits will 
prove convenient and save labor. Es- 
pecially is this true when a comfort- 
able out-of-door place can be selected 
for the work. 


The method of packing fruits and 


•vegetables Into containers and steriliz- 
ing the product after it Is packed has 
•nperseded to a very large extent the 
old plan of cooking the food in an 
open kettle, transferring it hot to the 
Jar, and sealing without any further 
sterilization. Since this is true, the 
first consideration is a sterilizing ves-

To do this, apply flux as 
for capping and use a little wire solder 
to close the hole.

It now remains to sterilize the con- 


tents of the sealed cans. For beans, 
corn, peas and asparagus, Intermittent 
processing Is recommended. 
Under 


this method sterilization Is carried on 
for one hour for three successive days. 
The cans are lowered slowly under 
water that is boiling vigorously at the 
time. Naturally it censes to noli as 
soon as the cans are immersed, but 
will begin to boil again a short time 
later. The time of processing is count- 
ed from tho moment when the water 
begins to boil again, and it must be 
kept boiling constantly throughout the 
entire hour. In the case of very young 
string benns nnd some other easily 
sterilized vcget.ihles, the processing is 
reduced to one hour for two successive 
days. 


As soon as tho processing is over, 


the cans should be cooled as rapidly 
as possible in order to stop cooking, 
which breaks down the fruit and In- 
jures the flavor and color. It is well 
to plunge Hie cans into very cold wa- 
ter. 
They should never he stacked 


close together until they are entirely 
cold.
